Last Saturday afternoon some energetic person coiled a dead rat 
tlesnake at the front door of a business on the square. It was posi 
tioned to, as realistic as possible. to look like a snake ready to strike 
Now it is not known if it was done by someone making a threat or 
someone who thought it was cute. Either way the act was deplorable 
Rattlesnakes are dangerous (deadly) and people in the South are 
taught from birth to avoid them. This isn’t a bit cute by any civilized 
standards and if done for any other reason. should be considered a 
death threat, punishable in accordance with applicable laws 


We remember an incident from our Army days dealing with a dead 
rattlesnake. Our aviation unit was undergoing extensive field training 
in preparation for overseas deployment.

Well on this day a 
group of “good Army troops” climbed into the back of an Army 
truck and started a poker game. Another “cute” soldier threw a dead 
rattler up into the truck, right in the middle of that truck full of poker 
players, and yelled SNAKE!! After two of the pokes players came 
out of the truck with fire in their eyes and had to be restrained from 
killing the thrower, the jokester had the nerve to tell his Ist Set 
don’t know why they are mad, the snake was dead.” Personally we 
think the two with the fire in their eyes should have been left to settle 
the matter and let the thrower explain his position from a hospital 
bed.

A staff member from Hoover stated that nicotine was “a drug and 
was highly addictive.” and stated that tobacco was “the drug of choice in 
this community.” It was reported that the schools would select 10 to 25 per

August nights are an excellent time to fill the freezer with enough tasty 
catfish fillets for several Saturday night fish fries. Just decide where to go 
and what kind of bait to use and you are well on your way to some fine 
dinning 

\bout the only thing that exceeds the number of ways catfish can be 
caught is the variety of baits that will put catfish in the cooler. The old 
standby, the worm, still accounts for many pounds of fish each y ear. Sever- 
al earthworms or wigglers threaded on a sharp hook presents an appealing 
entree to any catfish cruising within seeing or smelling range. The primary 
drawback to cat fishing with worms ts that most other fish enjoy them too 
and hooks have to be rebaited often 

Probably one of the most effective baits for catfish is the catalpa worm 
Catalpas can be frozen indefinitely and then thawed out for later use. Since 
they give off a pungent odor after they are thawed, many fishermen feel 
the frozen and thawed catalpa to be better catfish bait than live ones 
Large, whole catalpas are not nearly as susceptible to bait robbing small 
fish as the earthworm or wiggler. 

Crayfish are also excellent catfish bait. They can be harvested from 
small sloughs, ditches, and waterholes with seines or a crawfish rake 
Crayfish are also a favorite food of bass and other larger fish. making bait 
robbing somewhat of a nuance when fishing with them 

Large minnows, gizzard, and threadfin shad are productive baits, espe 
clally below the dams when fishing with rod and reel. They can be caught 
using seines or casting nets. Sunfish, where legal. are also good bait for 
cats. Whether to fish with live or dead baitfish is usually determined by 
trial and error. Many feel that a shad that has been cut in half will attract 
more channel and blue cats than live shad because of the body juices that 
flow downstream, acting as an attractant. Flathead cats are more predatory 
than other cats and prefer live bait. 

Commercial blood and cheese baits. as well as baits that can be bought 
at the local grocery store. such as mullet, beef and chicken liver, and 
shrimp, can be productive at times. I'll never forget the night my cousin 
Claude and I went on a spur of the moment combination cat fishing and 
camping trip. He arrived with two pounds of the most delicious looking 
jumbo shrimp I’ve ever seen. At his insistence we began baiting bush 
hooks with the big shrimp until] we ran up on two fishermen who said thes 
were calling it quits because the cats hadn't bit in the last two nights, We 
both looked at each other and it was evident we were sharing the same 
thought. “Lets go back to camp and boil these shnmp for supper,” I said 
He nodded in agreement. That's the only time I’ve ever eaten my own fish 
buit

for older adults

hey are called “caregivers” and 
the emphasis is on the “giving.” In 
today’s society, more people are lis 
ing longer. Many of them lead 
active lives, Some, however, need 
help and families are taking care of 
that, too 

Many families have planned to 
take care of parents as they grow 
older and need help, but every situ- 
ation 1s different. Increase your 
Knowledge and skills. When caring 
for someone who has a disease, 
learn about the normal course of the 
disease to be able to understand 
when changes happen. Learn the 
skills that will help and perhaps 
lessen the need to visit doctors, 
Taking blood pressure is an easy 
thing to do at home and helps the 
family member be more effective in 
helping the parent maintain health. 

Ask for help, Sharing your feel- 
ings and concerns with others helps 
the caregivers, Join a support group. 
Many communities have support 
groups for caregivers, and in fact, 
many groups specialize by health 
concerns such as support groups for 
Diabetes. If the care situation is 
particularly difficult, get profes- 
sional counseling. 

Use the services of agencies. 
There are many specialized agen- 
cies that offer help in ways that can 
ease the lives of the caregivers so 
that they don’t become stressed, 

If possible, share the role with 
other family members. Too often, 
the caregivers can become caught 
up in their role and their devotion 


that helps. Get wheelchairs so the 
older person can go places, hospital 
beds, lifts, and others. Learn what 
agencies loan these pieces of equip 
ment. If the older person is hospi 
talized, be present at the hospital 
Take 

notes when talking with the med 
ical personnel so that you can help 
the older person sort out the instruc 
tions, In today’s medical care there 
are often a number of doctors, nurs 
es, therapists, and others giving 
instructions at different times. 

Become aware of what you are 
getting into. Life will not be the 
same and the caregiver is never as 
independent as before taking over 
the care of the older person. 

Live in the present with the per- 
son for whom you are caring, Don’t 
worry about the future. Some days 
it will seem that nothing is accom- 
plished, but realize this will happen. 

Help the older parents to get their 
affairs in order, especially at the 
start. The families in Piercy’s study, 
were able to help their parents use 
their own resources for the costs of 
the care so that the caregivers didn’t 
use up their own financial 
resources. It also allows the older 
person to be more independent. 

Stay in communication with all 
the other family members. Some- 
times different family members can 
do different parts of the job. But the 
family needs to agree on what is 
equitable and just. In one family the 
elderly mother had a room at each 
of her two children’s homes and she 
lived with each part of the year.

Beware of fall arm

As if we didn’t have enough 
problems with pastures and hay 
fields as it relates to moisture, we 
also need to be aware of the possi- 
bility of fall army worm populations 
building up to a damaging level, 
Hot, dry weather can often encour 
age the build-up of this pest 

I've heard of some pasture dam 
age in west Alabama in a bermuda 
grass hay field. [ realize that many 
of those areas have received quite a 
bit more rain than we have. The 
grass being more lush, in those 
areas Would make it more desirable 
to these pests, However, here in 
Coffee County we have had some 
parts of the county that have 
received enough rain to cause a 
ureen-up in some of the pastures 
and hay fields, So with the elevated 
levels we are seeing in some of the 
crop fields we could see them in 
OMe Pastures, 

Ihe following are some pesti- 
cides that are labeled for armyworm 
and fall armyworm control in forage 
pastures, Sevin 4h, Sevin XLR Plus, 
Sevin S3OWSP The rate to use with 
Sevin 4F 1S | to | and one half 
quarts per acre, the XLR is one to 
One and one half quarts and 8OWSP 
is 1.25 to 1.875 pounds per acre. 


Drought may effect 
recreational 
fish ponds

While recreational fish ponds 
may Seem to be the coolest, safest 
places on earth to be during peri- 
ods of prolonged drought, that's 
Often not the case = neither for the 
fish nor the ponds, While the 
drought damage on lawns and gar- 
dens is readily obvious to most 
people, the impact on ponds can be 
just as damaging, As the drought 
progresses, water levels drop in 
ponds ~ often a half-inch or more 
per day due to evaporation and 
leakage, As pond volume decreases 
during prolonged drought, fish 
tend to become more crowded 
together, resulting in more compe- 
tition for food 

Temperatures also increase to 
stressful levels, while fertility rates 
increase plankton bloom to the 
point of killing fish. These stressful 
conditions can cause disease out- 
breaks that also may kill fish, The 
heavy concentration of fish that 
occurs as water levels drop is espe- 
cially damaging in newly stocked 
ponds, The crowded fish, especial- 
ly small bass, may not survive. The 
result is often damage to the eco- 
logical balance. Ponds that sus- 
tain this kind of damage often 
may not produce good fishing 
conditions unless they are com- 
pletely restocked. 

Ironically, drought actually can 
bring a couple of advantages for 
the pond owners, Reduced flush- 
ing resulting from the drought 
reduces the need for fertilizer and 
lime, Reduced water levels also 
provide opportunities to under- 
take bank and pier maintenance, 

The first substantial rains, 
While welcomed, also bring their 
share of problems, Toxic materi- 
als, pollutants and fertilizers, 
Which have built up on the sur- 
rounding land, wash into ponds in 
high concentrations. 

Since many of the adjoining 
banks are shorn of grass due to 
the drought, there also is a greater 
tendency for sediment to wash 
into the pond, Rapid changes in 
water chemistry also can lead to 
reductions of plankton bloom, 
causing levels of dissolved oxy- 
gen to drop in the pond, 

To avoid problems caused from 
prolonged drought and heavy 
rainfall that may follow, owners 
should reduce both fertilization 
and feeding, Also, newly stocked 
ponds that have not filled ade- 
quately (less than one-half full) as 
a result of the drought should be 
evaluated for fish survival and 
reproduction in the fall to deter- 
mine if restocking is necessary
